Claims 91-120 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
DORRELL et al. (6,714,202). 

As per claim 91, Dorrell teaches the claimed "method of managing picture data 
and related control data for recording on a recording medium", the method comprising: 
"constructing picture data comprising a multimedia network graphic (MNG) file in chunk 
data format" (Dorrell, file 1000 of figure 9), wherein "said MNG file comprises a header 
portion, an end portion" (Dorreirs portion 1002 contains different fields in which file type 
which is equivalent to the claimed header portion; and information describing 
parameters which is equivalent to the claimed end portion; column 10, lines 58-63), and 
"a graphics file" (Dorreirs combination of Animation control file 1004 and Image file 
1006-1008), and wherein said graphics file comprises "a graphics header, a graphics 
end portion" (Dorreirs Tick information 1014 and Loop information 1018 is equivalent to 
the claimed graphics header portion; column 12, lines 6-33; and the instruction set 1020 
is equivalent to the claimed graphics end portion; column 12, lines 34-42), and image 
data (Dorreirs image 1006-1008 is equivalent to the claimed image data portion; column 
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11, lines 41-42); and "recording said MNG file on said recording medium" (Dorrell, 
column 15, lines 7-26). 

Claim 92 adds into claim 91 "reproducing said image data of said graphics file as 
an animation associated with an audio/video (A/V) data stream" (Dorrell, animation data 
stream). It is noted that Dorrell does not teach the audio data, but the claim does not 
specifically claim audio data; whereas Dorreirs animation data is a type of AN data 
stream). 

Claim 93 adds into claim 92 "receiving a trigger signal generated responsive to 
user interaction to initiate said reproducing of said image data" (Dorrell, column 7, lines 
1-5). 

Claim 94 adds into claim 91 "at least one of a physical pixel size information, 
standard RGB information, gamma information, chromaticity information, palette 
information, and transparency information" (Dorrell, opacity information; column 11, line 
58-63). 

Claim 95 adds into claim 91 "wherein said media network graphic (MNG) file 
further comprises at least one of global palette information, global transparency 
information, termination action information, background information, and frame definition 
information" (Dorrell, e.g., global parameters; column 11, line 58 to column 12, line 4). 

Claim 96 adds into claim 91 "wherein said graphics file further comprises control 
data for controlling playback of said image data of said graphics file" (Dorrell, loop 
information to play back the animation; column 12, lines 31-42). 
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Claim 97 adds into claim 91 "wherein said image data of said graphics file 
comprises animation data" (Dorrell, animation data; column 11, lines 31-42). 

Claim 98 adds into claim 91 "wherein said recording medium is an interactive 
digital versatile disk (1-DVD)" (Dorrell, any non-volatile storage device such as a DVD; 
column 6, lines 52-62) 

Claim 99 adds into claim 91 "wherein said graphics file comprises a portable 
network graphics (PNG) file" (Dorrell, column 2, lines 28-30). 

Claims 100-1 1 1 claim A/V data stream based on Dorreirs teaching of animation 
data stream in claims 91-99; therefore, they are rejected under a similar reason. 

Claims 112-119 claim a record medium based on the animation file structure of 
claims 91-99; therefore, they are rejected under the same reason.
